LAUREL, M<1., October Ifl. — An all-aged handicap 
at three-quarters, which was provided as an attrac- 
tion at I,iaiirel this afternoon, furnished a surprise, 
W. L, Martin’s Camoufleur coining from behind and 
easily passing the o<lds-on favorite, Billy Kelly, in 
the stretch drive. The latter, which was making 
his first start since iie bled so badly in a recent 
work-out, was heavily supi>orted by the public. He 
showed his usual great sliced and set a fast pace 
for a half mile, when lack of condition told and 
he tired, leaving Camoufleur to draw away into an 
easy lead. 

Billy Kelly’s defeat was not the only surprise of 
the afternoon; rather it was a day of surprises, and 
a disastrous ime for the backers of favorites. Pride 
of India was the choice in the opening dasli, but 
the Porter colt was eliminated w'hen he stumbled 
ami fell rounding the far turn, Duke John falling 
over him. The winner turned up in Peregrine, 
w’lilch beat Little I<>1 in a rousing finish. 

Smithfield and Flare w’ere given the call in the 
steeplechase, but Max Meadows took their measure, 
although hard pressed by Flare at the end. In th« 
following race Cock o’ ihe Main w’as the disappoint- 
ing favorite, the Johnson three -year-old b^'ing al- 
ways outrun, while the neglected Torquato II. 
easily accounted for the race. Another outsider 
to score was Search Light III., Avhich ran away 
..^rom his opfftoneut§ in the final race of the after- 
noon, Frank Monroe and John of Arc were the 
only first choices to win, the former’s victory com- 
ing In the fifth and the latter’s in the following 
race, both winning easil.v. 

Tlie condition books of the Havana meeting, W’hich 
were distributed among the horsemen by Dr. Ashe, 
met W'ith general approval, not only from those who 
are shipping to Cuba, but by those who contemplate 
going to Now Orleans. From present indications 
the meeting at Oriental Park will be a banner one, 

KWAPP TO RIDE EXTERMINATOR. 

Midway and Escob.a, owned by J. W. Ward, were 
shipped along with Willis Sharpe Kilmer’s Extermi- 
nator to Kentucky last evening. Exterminator and 
Midway were .‘^ont to Ijatonia to run in the Latcnia 
4'up. the two-mile and a quarter race, to be run 
on Saturday. Knapp has gone on to ride Extermi- 
nator in the Cup and Thurber will leave tonight 
to ride Midw’a.v. The latter horse worked two miles 
for the race l»etween races on Wednesday, going 
the distance in 3:r»7%. He had Thurber up and w’as 
only cantering. Exterminator will be shipiH?d bacK 
to Ijaurel immediately after the race. The Kilmei 
liorse will have to carry 134 pounds in tlie Latonia 
t!up, which he won last year. 

Capt. Ral Parr’s good tw'o-year-old Blazes has 
been given a let -up in his training owing to a 
slight injury the colt received a few days ago. 
While working Blazes struck one of his front ankles 
and the slight \vound became infected. This iniury 
will keep Blazes from running in the proposed 
FI>ecial race for two-.venr-olus. Capt. Purr said 

yesterday that it is doubtful if Blazes will race 
again this year. He values the son of Wrack more 
Jdghly than any two-year-old he ever owned. 

Ijpwis Oarth shipi>ed three of his own yearlings 
to Laurel to give them their final trials. They are 
all by the horse Berilldon, w’hiidi he owns, and in 
tlu'Ir trials at Benning showed good speed. All are 
good lookers. Berilldon was winner of the Lincoln- 
shire Handicap in England, in which he beat Wrack. 
He broke down while training for the Manly 
Memorial three or four years ago. 

Commander J. K. L, Ross, after a short absence 
in Canada, returned to his country home near Laurel 
to remain for the remainder of the I-iiurel fall 
season .

MORE MUD RACING AT EMPIRE CITY 

Heavy Condition of Track Causes Many Withdrawals 
— Double Victory for Andrew Miller. 



NEW YORK, N. Y., Octolier 1C. — Heavy track 
conditions prevailed again today at the course of 
the Empire City Racing Association and. although 
drying on the outside, numerous withdraAvals re- 
duced the field.-? materially. The program w'as 
featured by the fourteenth running of the Fordham 
Selling Stakes, for three -year -olds and over at one 
mile and seventy yards, and was w’on by the 
favorite. Recount, which scored a double for Andrew 
Miller for the day in winning easily from Wood- 
trap. W’hich suffered b.v a change of riders. Grundy 
finished a distant third after Koh-i-Xoor quit 
when real racing liegau after displaj'ing her cus- 
tomary early speed. 

W. C. Clancy’s Paddy Dear redeemed himself for 
his defeat yesterda.v by winning easily from Poilu 
and Frank Waters in the third rac*e. Little Nearer 
W’us heaviljr backed by the sharpshooters, but faiU*d 
to finish with the strong rush expected of him. 
Hohokus quit to nothing after flattering his sup- 
l>orters in the early racing. 

Back Bay, the North Shore Stable’s consistent 
performer, scored in the second ra<*e easily over 
Uncle’s Lassie and Jyntee. St. Isidore was installed 
a mild favorite, but failed to show any speed during 
the running. 

Two- year-olds w’ore asked to go a mile for the 
first time this year lierealKmts and Biff Bang, the 
favorite, demonstrated his staying (luulities by W’in- | 
ning over Heavy Weaimn and Shenandoah. Heavy i 
Weapon made all tlie running, but was forced to 
Huccunib to the winner's final rush. Shenandoah had 
good si>ecd, but tired finally. 

An official ruling against Edward Arlington’s '

fifth race, in which tlie Arlington colt optmed an 
odds-on favorite and receded to 7 to 5. The ruling

By odds the best racer ever got by McGee, Ex- 
terminator has a Derby and a Cup form to recom- 
mend him and anyone w’ho saw’ him steal away from 
Purchase in the Saratoga Cup cannot well make 
him out a loser, especially if Saturday’s Latonia 
course be holding. 

Exterminator is a gelding, more the pity, and yet 
another bred Eclipse to Herod. Strange is it not, 
iiow’^ the blend works out and u member of the only 
family of purely American origin, really wortli 
while, that of Maria West? 

Both fit and at their best it is a near thing 
betw’een the pair. Exterminator and Under Fire, 
with the odds just favoring the latter. But Under 
Fire is not at his best and is my opinion that 
Exterminator is sure to W’in Saturday’s Latonia 
Cup. 

If he was fit and well. Under Fire is handicapped 



to win the Latonia Cup. Exterminator failed to 
give him ten pounds and a beating this spring at 
Louisville. How, then, is Exterminator to concede 
Under Fire tw’enty pounds and beat him for the 
Cup? Both of them have been through the mill. 
Apparently, however. Exterminator has come 
through the ordeal in the best physical condition 
and what with Manager Waite not yet at his 
best. Be Frank’s capabilities a trifle overestimated 
and Minto II. ’s stamina a matter of conjecture, 
it would app?‘ar that the issue lies between Ex- 
terminator and Under Fire, I do not know if Ex- 
terminator is to bo sent for the race. If he is, he 
w’ill indeed be a thorn in the side of the best of 
them. Exterminator can be relied upon to stay 
every yard of the course, and if delivered at the 
post near to his Saratoga Cup form, lender Fire 
must be at his best, which he is not, to beat him.

CURRENT NOTES OF THE TURF RUTHERFORD COMMITTEE IN MANITOBA 



There will l>e no racing in Kentucky the first 
three days of next week. Latonia closes Saturday, 
and Churchill Downs does not open until next 
Thursday, October 23. 

Edith Mac, a mare bred by John E. Madden in 
1897, and by Falsetto — Cachuca, by King Alfonso, 
recently died in England. She was sent there in 
1911 and produced one fair performer — Boontree. 

The French idea of a $20,000,000 sweepstakes or 
lottery to repair the ravages of the war is still on 
legislative tap through a bill of permission in the 
chamber of deputies. It only awaits British con- 
sent. 

On Watch looks like the best horse yet sent to 
the races by the unbejiten Colin. His impressive 
victories in the National Stakes at Laurel and the 
Queen City Handicap at Latonia stamps him us a 
colt of exceptional merit and one that will command 
more than passing notice when the <iuestion of the 
possible stars in the three -year -old division of 1920 
is considered. 

Early in the English racing season the crack 
Jockey Stephen Donoghue, whose services are in 
great deniuiid, lived in railroad trains and ships 
for some ten days. During the term he rode on four 
English courses and two Irish ones.

WINNIPEG, Can., October 16.— Dr. J. G. Ruther- 
ford of the board of railway cominissionei-s, iiujuir- 
ing into horse racing and betting in Canada, oi>ened 
a hearing l>ere yesterday. W. I. Sinale, secretary 
of the Manitoba Live Stock Association, and man- 
ager of the Brandon Fair Association, stated that 
tlie executive of the Brandon Faird does not want 
betting on the race meetings in connection w’ith 
the Fair. Since it was ubolisiied, he declared, much 
greater interest has tieen taken in horse racing, 
and the sjiort has lieen cleaner since there is a 
fifty cents tax on every person attending a race 
meeting here. Outside of exhibitions Winnipeg 
is not much concerned in the inquiry.

LATONIA, Ky., October 16. — Another dismal 
aftcinoon was in store for Latonia patrons who 
braved the incliiinent weather and a possible drench- 
ing to witness the mud racing that was the order 
of the afternoon. Today’s rainfall was almost of 
deluge proportions, and it contributed to keep the 
track in the worst state that it has been in this 
fall. None other than horses of the most pro- 
nounced mud running ability and built on lines of 
the sturdiest type could be expected to be successful 
in the difficult going. 

Tlie threatening w’eather did not seem to have 
much effect on the attendance, for a goodly sized 
crowd W’as again on hand. A liard rain again began 
W’ith the running of the final race, and as more 
moisture is in prospect there is no possibility of 
the track being again other than muddy for this 
meeting. 

To<lay’s racing wras commonplace, with nothing 
out of the ordinary developing, unless jockey Wright 
being unscateti from Amelita w’hen the start w’as 
effected couM be called such. Amelitji was a pro- 
nounced favorite, and her backers’ failure to get 
a run for their money was due to the fact that the 
outer part of the starting barrier failed to function 
properly, and when the start came Wright was 
caught in the W’ebbing and unseated. Amelita hud 
contributed by acting badly at the post before the 
start. 

Tliree of today’s dashes were at a mile and an 
eiglith. They produced close finishes and the de- 
feat of the favorites. Mistress Polly scored- in the 
race for which Amelita was the choice, but only 
due to Ensor’s superior ride, taking the purse in 
the last few’ strides from the suddenly improved 
Flani>cr. 

Ensor again figured in a w’inning performance in 
the follow’ing dash when he brought Delico home 
after a hard drive to overhaul the improved Game 
Cock. Harvest King w’as the favorite here, but 
he ran a poor race. 

The closing race found Dancing Spray the confi- 
dently backed favorite and, after trying to make 
a runaway race of it, and succeeding fairly well 
in the early running, finally gave way in the 
stretch to the outsider, Corydon, which ultimately 
w’on w’itli ease. 

Tlie public began in auspicious style in the opener 
by centering on Blaise and he won easily enough. 
They follow’cd up their initial success w’itb the 
victory of Korbly, the shortest -priced winner of 
the afternoon, but with his victory came to a conclu- 
sion the success of favorites for the afternoon, as 
('ortland and Lady Mouutjoy took the resi>ective 
purses in which ordinary two-year-olds contestc*d. 

MOONEY ACCUSED OF ROUGH RIDING. 

Jockey Ensor, on Luke’s Pet, complained to the 
stewards that jockey Mooney had attempted to re- 
tard Luke’s Pet progress by grabbing hold of En- 
sor’s leg. Mooney had the mount on Black Prince 
in the race. 3dooney denied Ensor’s accusation and 
the stewards dismissed the matter for lack of cor- 
roborative evidence. 

Trainer M. Hogan will return east next Sunday, 
but will send Merry Princess and Polka Dot to 
riiurchill Downs, where they will be raced. Jockey 
Ensor, wlio came here with the horses, will leave 
for Maryland after Saturday’s racing. He w’ill 
have the mount on either Be Frank or Exterminator 
I in the Latonia Cup. Ensor will not be seen in the 
saddle on any of the w’inter tracks, for he has con- 
I tracted to ride next year for Walter M. Jeffords 
and will put in the winter at the Glen Riddle 
Farm in Maryland. Second call on Ensor’s services 
for next year has again been secured by R. T. 
Wilson.
